The following is extracted from the 
Notes to M. Lafont D'Aussonnc’s Poesics 
Fugitive coneceraing the King of Rome 
but we do not vouch for the correctness 
of the assertion. ° 

Ît is known at Rome, as well as at Paris, 
that (his enigmatical infant does not at 
all belong to the Mouse of Áustria, and 
that he is nothing else than a suppositious 
child, 

The delivery of Maria Louisa, in spite 
of the most delicate precaulions, was ex= 
tremely ditlicult ; and there was a moment 
when the Princess was supposed to be lost. 
With the permission of her august spouse, 
they made use of instruments, and this 
skillful operation effected her delivery. 
The mother was saved, but the little girl 
which she brought into tbe world was clead 
before its birth; its body was entirely 
mutilated, and a valet de chambre was 
ordered to bury it with the most profound 
secrecy. However the Emperor and King 
wanted a son at all events. As heis natue 
rally sufficiently resolute, he had taken 
measùüres before-hand, and Cambaceres, 
the virtuous prop of his dynasty, changed 
for him the girl intoa boy. Ît was kept 
in reserve in an adjoining closet, and when 
the Princess hada little come to herself, 
they told her with confidence— Here is 
thefine Prince whom you have given to 
us. This Prince was entirely innocent of 
all that Maria Louisa had suffered ; she, 
however, reproached him with tenderness, 
and embraced him for the first time. The 
King of Rome was, on the day of his birth, 
more (hana fortnight okl; every body 
cried out at the size of his head ani chest H 
but it was generally agreed, that-a Prince, 
who was born a King, ought to be suffie 
eiently strong to support his crown. 

A secret of this importance could not 
remain long a secret, speeially in a Court 
where the Master was feared ‘by all, with- 
out being esteemed by any. After the fall 
of Bonaparte, the confidents separated, 
domesties talkel, and the Surgeon Dubois 
was solemnly questioned.

ictimns, ‘This measure is hailed with rapture 
»y a certain class ef vigorons politicians in 
Rhis country.—They speak only of retribu. 
ien and punishment, though the angry and 
currìlous tone of their writings furcibly 
roves, that they entertain the strongest 
oubts of the practicability of the scheme, 

hich they, nevertheless, urge with so much 
pehemence. Should we take history as our 
uide, particularly that part which embrances 
le momentoos events of the last Century, 
ve should plainly discover that the employ. 
nent of meuderate, even couciliatory policy; 
s the safest and the most humane experiment, 
shich can be applied by the Statesmen of 
ser me, Ìa the fiest place, it offers great 
shances of reconciliug the vanquished to the 
scissitudes they have sustained; and, in the 
ext, it would prevent those sanguinary 
cenes which must ensuec, were a system of 
‘Kact retaliativa to be pursued, At what 
point should the knife of the executioner 
vease to be employed? Whe eould exactly 

x the number of victims? Would a thou. 
and heads, or ten thousand, auswer the pur. 
pose of vindictive justice, and contribute by 
heir fall ‘to consolidate the wew order of 
hings in France? Would this million of 
ictims, transported to a torvign country, 
Beave none equally criminal behind? HF all 
the men in France who opposed the resturas 
tien of the Bourbons, and „remain at this 
moment attached to Bonaparte in their hearts, 
leserve transportatien, the. proscription list 
must be extended=—and if it be not extended, 
it ie unfair, partial, and unjust. The Allies 
have given a practical lesson to the King of 
France, aad have not punished a single indie 
idaalt for political opinions or conduct, 
hough many persons in Germany and the Ne. 
herlands co-operated. zealously with the 
Prench during the course of their conquests, 

-The King of the Netherlands is a splendid 
ekample of this liberal and entightened policy. 
Ft ie notorious that a Nobleman at Brussels 
ad a sumptuous supper prepared for Bona 
paste bu the night of the battle of Waterloo, 
lt is also well known, that several other 
wealthy citizens of that plice had similar 
entertainments prepared for the French Ge. 
merals, and that a list of these men was put 
into the hands of the King ; and yet we have 
never heard that they suffered for their con. 
guct.—=fhe Allics have cren granted an asy. 
lum te several obnutiaus Frenchinen; and 
we have not discovered that the security, od 
even momentary quiet of their States has 
been compromised in eonsequence. Not a 
single victim has been fixed upon in Hanover s 
and it has not been iusinuated that the autho. 
rity of the Sovereigù has suffered, in respect 
or attachment, on account of this sweeping 
act of clemeney. Until. the. Bourbens: of 
France, Spain, and Naples adopt the same 
tolerant policy, their thrones will rest upoa 
the shell of a volcano; and the number af 
victims (bat may fall in the iaterval, wilt 
ouly render the explosion more certain aud 
terrible. — But the inflitence of the Allies, we 
trust, will be exerted with the Government 
of Francs to avert this danger. With the 
military guardianship of France during the 













period stipulated by the Treaty, they have, 


a right to interfere in every measure (hat may 
vampromise its safety aud Tranquillity, and 
„ih them te safety of their own troops; 


And surely ‘they cannot consistently ‘lend 
their aid to support a vindictive and impolitie 
system, condemned by their own practice 
and example.

This happy event took place on Monday, aud 
the Duke of Richelieu will communicate it to 
the Chamber of Peers this morning, who were 
especially convoked to assemble at 12 o'clock, 
for the purpose of receiving the official com- 
munication of the Treaty, [tl appears the 
Articles are very Tong and very numerous, 
as the reading of them last nigkt ina private 
circle of the King’s, at the Thuilleries, oc» 
Cupied nearly two hours. Fam told his Ma- 
jesty manifested great chagrin (nay, even 
shed tears) at the conditions. Itis said to 
have produced a similar elect on the Prince 
of Condé. It must be acknowledged, how. 
ever, that the Allied Powers hare done no 
more (han their duty in making such a Treaty 
as shall ‘secure the tranquillity of Europ, 
and put an effectuat barrier to any further 
Ambitious projects on the part of France. 
It cannot be denied that the partizaus of 
Buonaparte and his system are still numerous, 
and that they possuss great influence aud 
power from the many places which they oc- 
eupy uuder the present Government. That 
able and consummate diplomatist Lord Cas. 
tlereagh, convinced of this tact, has no duubt, 
found it necessary tu exact such terms as 
may tend te secure our future repuse aud 
tranguillity.

“CONCLYSION OF TIF TRIAL, OF M. THE 
COUNT LAVALETTE. 

The Sitting resumed at half past two o'clock. 
‚M. the Baron Pasqueir, the first witness 
for the defendant, was introduced. He jus- 
tied M. de Count Larallette against the 
charge of having held intelligence with Buona. 
parte, and declared, that he considercd him 
à stranger to the return of the Usurpcr, 

Witnesses employed in the Post Office 
proved that M de Lavelette had protected 
them, notwithstaading their refusal te sign 
Buonaparte’s Coustitution, &c.; and that 
he issued a circular, stating that no person 
should be disturbed for his epinion. 

The Advocate General summed up the evideree. 

M. de lavalette then rose, and in a firm tone stated 
that though be felt a repugnance in speaking of him- 
self, he thought it his duty then to give an account 
of his life. He then proceeded to recagituate tho 
facts of his Military career since 1789. His having 
served under Custine in 1795. Afterwards in the 
army of Italy. He was appointed Buonaparte’s 
aìderde-camp, to him he was indebted for the hand 
ef _Matamoiselle Beauharnois, the niece of the 
Empress Josephine. 
‚ After M. Tripier had spoken for the accused, the 
Court adjourned, and met again at half-past six. 
> The President concluded a very able summing up 
in ese words, ** You will judge whetber the facts 


or Cerplict: (of: teïfig ‘an acceniptce) on ‘the day 
preceding the consun:mation of the eenspiracy, induce 
a belief that there had been criminal practices ante- 
rior to this... You will also judge whether it is true 
the a cumplicdt (an actof participation) which took 
effect only on the Jast day of erime, is in fact a 
participation.” 

The President then put the questions to the Jury. 

Mr. Tripier objected to the from of the questions, 
but the Court decided that they had been propely 
put. 

At eight o'clock, the accused was taken out of the 
Hall of Audience, and the Jury retired to the Cham- 
ber of Detiberation. 

The audience awaited witn calmmess the decision 
which was to fix the fate of the snceused. Near four 
hours elajsed, and M. de Vitlafosse, Foreman of the 
Jury, pronounced the following verdict: — 

“On my honour and my conscience, before God and 
man, the verdict is Yes, the accused is guilty of the 
crime, with all the circuinstances included in the ques- 
tions put to us.” 

At this awful moment, M. Lavalette displaved the 
same Êrmness he had evinced in the cavrse of the trial. 
When he was brought back to the Hall of Aulience 
to hear the decision of the Jury, he had removed all 
his decorations. 

The Public Accuser required the application of the 
86th, STth 59th, and 60th Articles of the Penal Codes 
and the Court, after a deliberation in the Council 
Chamber, pr nounced the punishment of death upon 
M. le Comte de Lavalefte, announcing to him that 
be was allowed three days For his appeal. 

We remarked that at the moment the Court retired 
to the Council Chamber to delìberate on the applicae 
tion of the law, M. Lavatetie turned to his Couusel, 
and said, ‘give me y.ur han.” 

When sentence was pronounced, he bade adieu to 
his advocate.—* U shall sve you again’ sait M.

On being informed of the debarkation 
effected at Cannes, the Ist of March last, by 
Buonaparte, at the-head of a band of brigands 
of many uations, it appears that Marshal 
Soult, then Minister of War, seat by one of 
his Aid.de.camps to Marshal Ney, who was 
then at hisestate at Coudreaux, near Chatc. 
audun, an order to repair to his Geverniment 
of Bes:ncon, where he would rcceive iustruce 
tions, 


Marshal Ney arrived at Paris on the 6th 
or 7th, (for it is ancertain on which day, and 
besides the circumstance is ef little ian portance), 
instead of going direelly to his goverumeut. 


The reason that he assigned for this was, 
that he had not his uniform. ‘This reason is 
plausibte. 


What is Tess plausible-is, (hat by the Mar. 
shal’s account, he was ignorant, at the time 
of his arrival at Paris, both of the fact of 
Buenaparte’s deburkation at Cannes, and the 
true Cause of the order that had been given 
to him to repair to his government of Desane 
con. [tis very improbable, that the Aide. 
de-camp of the Minister of War, whe carried 
to the Marsnal the order ta set out on a sud. 
den, should have so strangely made a secrct 
to him of this news, that had become the ob. 
ject of general attention and eouversations a 
seeret for which uo mutive could be conceircd 
no tore than for the Marshal being so ene 
tirely devoid of curiosity as to the cause of 
the order to set out immediately for his gove 
Ernment, as not to have asked any questions 
of the Aide-de.Camp, wao could not thea 
have avoided answering him. 


The Marshal, however, wishes this supposie 
tion to be admitted, and maintains, that he 
only learnt this important news at Paris, by 
accident, and at the house of Batordi, his 
tratary. 


Has the Marshal believed, that by affecting 
this tong continued ignorance of the fact of 
Buonaparte’s debarkation, he would cause it 
to be more easily believed, that he had no 


tart in the measures which prepared IN since 
he would aat in that ease have been so tudiffers 


ent about the result of the plot? We cannoa 
tell, but this we knows, that such ignorance is 
Wot natural, and that itis more Hikely to ine 
Grease than to dissipate suspicious of the pose 
sibility of the Marshal. having hiunself been iu 
the manceuvres of which this debarkations 
waâ (he fatal result, ' 


(Here follows a statement of the evidence 
of several witnesses tending ta confirm the suse 
piciouns as to the participatian which the Mare 
shal himself may have had in those manoeuvres, 
and which have appeared in the examinations 
alrcady published. } - 


Justice, however, requires it to be said, that 
mauy other witnesses who saw the Marshal’s 
conduct in the days preceding the reading of 
the proelamation, appear to believe that till 
then he had acted with good faith, and depose 
to facts which would annvunce, unless the 
Marshal was acting with profound dissimula. 
tion, that he was till then in a disposition to 
be faithful to the King. 


„However that may be, whether this dispo.. 
sition was real of feigned, or, if real what 
Was its ducation, the Marshal, before bis quite 
ting Paris, had the honour to see the King, 
who spoke to him with the most affecting 
goodness, and the greatest coufdenee. ‘The 
Marsnal appeared to be penetrated with the 
Dpinion that his Sovercign preserved of his 
toyalty, and, in a transport, either real or 
pretended, he protested that he would bring 
baek Buonaparte in au iron cage, and scaled 
his protestations of devotion by kissing the 
King’s hand, which was presented to him. 
The Marshal at first wished te deny both this 
apparent expression of enthusiasm aud zeal, 
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and the liberty the King had permitted him 
to take. Île, however, finally ackuowledged 
it. 

It may. be seen, that after the opposite 
statements of certain witnesses, of whom some 
repeat discourses of the Marshal which would 
imply that he was for a tong time informed of 
what the enemy of France was meditatiug, 
and others again declare that they remarked in 
his measures and discourses nething but sincerie 
ty, it is at least permitted to entertain many 
doubts npon that point. Bat that upon 
which all opiwions are agreed, is the conduct 
of “the Marshal at. Lons-te-Saulmier on the 
14th of March. n 
… The Marshat had directed apon this town 
AH the forces that were scattered through the 
district under his-command. 

Some officers, who were good observers, 
and erven some docal administrators, who had 
concrived just unersiness respecting the dis- 
positions of many of the different ranks of the 
army, and the perfidious insinuations made to 
the soldiers, had pointed out to the Marshal, 
as a likely means of weakeoing this. bad spi- 

“rit, the mixture that wmighA\ be made of good 
aur faithful servants of the King, chosen 
from the National Guards, with those troops, 
who, by their example and advice, might be 
kept within their duty. The Marshal imme. 
diately rejected those propositions with a sort 
of disdain, and said, **that he dil not wish 
for any hypocritical whimpereis, male or 
female,’* and although he afterwards relaxed 
from that idea, yet it was so slowly, and with 
so much repuguauce, that the measure, uits 
fortunately, could neither be realised, nur 
prevent the evil, which the Marshal appeared 
te foresee without much hesitation. 

Five days, ouly, after the promises made 

to his master, who had loaded him with marks 
of affection and coufidenee, and whom he had 
deceived by an exaggerated expression of a 
sentiment, of which the Monarch did not dee 
Lire such proofs as he had offered, Marshal 
Ney betrayed his former glory, an well as his 
King, his country, and Kurope, by a deser. 
tion the most criminal, if one cousiders the 
gulf ef eviis in which it has plunged France, 
the utter ruin of which he risked, as far as in 
him liy, at the same time that he certainly 
consummated the ruin of his owa glory. Let 
us add, (har he betrayed his own army, 
which, till that time, had remained faithful, 
in which the greater part of the soldiers knew 
still how to resist the evibaminded, if there 
wás any attempt to agitate them; his owu 
army, which, it is evident, wauld have still 
persevered in its loyal eonduct, if it had been 
happy enough to see itself confiemed in it by 
the example of a chief, whose name and mili. 
tary exploits commanded the confidence of the 
soldiers; his owu army, in short, that he 
coustrained, in a manner, by the provoca. 
tions that will be detailed te you, to quit (ne 
hest resolutions and to follow their chief in 
the career of perjury into which he led them. 
“It had been said that Marshal Ney had nat 
seen the enemy. This was a mistake, He 
hal seen him tou often; net in the way that 
becomes the brave, in dayeltsht and in the 
field of honour, te fight bien aud to destroy 
him, but according tu the charseter of trai 
tors, he had seen him in his own hoese, and 
in the secrecy of the night, f_r the purpose of 
contracting with him a shamefub ablianee, and 
ef delivering ep to hinì his King, his country, 
and his own hononr. 
“An emissary of this artizan of the miseries 
of Europe, more skilfal in ‘ueting Frauds 
and intrigues than ir gu. ries, visited 
the Marshal in the night ot u… Sh of last 
March. Ie brought him a letter trom Ber. 
traud, writteu în the name of his master, in 
which he styled the Marshal the brave among 
the brave, and required him to join him. 

If it be true that, until then, the Marshal 
had not entered into any plot, at least no 
inore than (his was wanting to make him con 
sent te he false to his vaths. His vanity was 
fattered ; his ambition was roused; the crime 
was agreed to; and it was pot Hater than the 
next day that it was put iute execution, 

‘The next day, the 14th of March, 1815, 
he revealed that dispotition, new in appear 
ance or in reality, to Generals de Bourmont 
and Leeourbe. These Generals have afirm- 

d, that they used their efborts te inspice him 
horror at such a resolution.

The CraNGELLOR.— You have heard, Mar. 
shal, the facts of which you are accused; you 
are charged with having employed against the 
King a command confided to you by the 
King; of having drawn up a seditious pro. 
clamation, and read it before your army; of 
of having thus excited its insurrection against 
legitimate authority, and drawn vpon France 
all the calamities ef which it has since been 
the victim. Itis not, however, before the 
Chamber of Peers that you will have to dread 
the impression of these melancholy -recollec- 
tions; your judges will rather have to guard 
themselves against recoltections of a contrary 
description,—those of your warlike exploits;

A CONVENTION 

To Regulate the Commerce between the 
Territories ofthe United States and of 
His Britannic Majesty. 

The United States of America and His Bri- 
tannie Majesty being desirous by a Conven- 
tian to regulate the Commerce and Navigu- 


‚tign between their respective Countries, Ter- 


ritories, and Peaple, in such a manner as to 
render the same reciprocally beneficial aud 
gatisfactory, have respectively named Pleui- 
poteutiaries and given them full powers tu 
treat of and conclude such Convention, that 
is to say, the President of the United States, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate thereof, hath appointed for their Ple. 
nipetentiaries, John Quincy Adams, Henry 
Clay, and Albert Gallatin, Citizens of the 
United States ; and His Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent, acting in the name and on be. 
half of His Majesty, has named for his Pleni. 
potentiaries the Right Hon. Frederick John 
Robinson, Vice. President of the Committee 
of Privy Council for Trade and Plantations, 
Joint Pay.master of His Majesty's forces, 
and a Member of the Imperial Parliament, 
Henry Goulburn, Esq. a Member of the Im. 
perial Parliament, aud Under Sceretary of 
State, and William Adams, lsq. Doctor of 
Civil Laws; and the said Plenipotentiaries 
having mutually produced and shewn their 
ull powers, and exchauged copies of the 
same, have agreed on and concluded the fol. 
owing articles, videlicet : 
ARTICLE FIRST. 

There shall be between the ‘Ferritories of 
the United States of America and all the 
Territories of His Britannic Majesty ia Eu. 
rope, a reciprocal liberty of Commerce. 
The inhabitants of thetwo countries respec. 
tively shall, have liberty freely and securcly 
to come with their ships and cargoes to all 
places, ports, and rivers in the Ferritories 
aforesaid to which other foreigners are pete 
mitted to come, to enter into the same and to 
remain and reside in any parts of the said 
Territories respectively, also'to hire and oc. 
cupy houscs and warehouses for the purposes 
of their commerce; and generally (he mer. 
chants, and treaders of each nation respec- 
tively shall enjoy the most complete protec- 
tion and security for their commerce, but 
subject always to the Laws and: Statutes of 
the two countries respectively. 

ARTICLE SECOND. 

No higher er other duties shall be imposed 
on the importation into the United States 
of any articles the growth, produce or manu. 
facture of" his Britannic Majesty’s Territories 
ia Europe, and no higher or ather duties shall 
be imposcd on the importalien into the Ter. 
ritories of his Britannic Majesty in Europe, 
of any articles the growth, produce or ma. 


nufacture of the United States, than are or. 


shall be payable on the like articles being the 
growth, produce, or manufacture ef any other 
foreign country, nor shall aay higher or other 
duties or charges be imposed in either of the 
two countries to the United States or to his 
Britannic Majesty’s Territories in Europe, 
respectively, than quch as arc payable on the 
exportation of the like articles to any other 
foreign country, nor shall any prohibitien be 
imposed on the exportation or importation 
of any articles, the growth, produce or man. 
ufacture of the United States, or of his 
Britannic Majesty’s Territories in Europe, to 
or from the said Territories of his Britannic 
Majesty. in Europe, or to or from the said 
United States, which shalt not equally extend 
to all other. nations. 

Ne higher or ether. duties or charges shall 
be imposed in any of the ports of the United 
States on British vessels, than those payable 
in the same ports by vessels of the United 
States ; nor in the ports of any of his Britan- 
pic Majesty's Territories in Europe on the 
vessels of. the United States. than shall. be 
payable in the same ports on British vessals. 


The same duties shall be paid on the im. 
portation inte the United States of any ar. 
ticlès the growth, produce or manufacture of 
his Britannic Majesty’s Territories in Europe, 
whether such importation shall be in vessels 
of the United States or in British vessels, aud 


‘the same duties shall be paid on the importa- 


tion into the perts of any of his Britannic

The same duties shall be paid and the game 
bounties. allowed on the exportation- of any 
article, the growth,’ produce or manufacture 
of his Britannic Majesty’s Territuries in Fu. 
rope to the Uuited States, whether such ex por. 
tation shall. be in-vessels of the United States, 
or in: British vessels ; and the same duties shâll 
be paid and.the same. beunties allowed, on 
the exportation of any articles, the growth, 
produce or manufacture of the United States 
to his Britannic Majesty's Territories iu Eu. 
rope, whether such ezportation shall be in 
British vessels, or in wessels of the United

It is further agreed, that in all cascs where 
drawbacks are or may be allowed, upon the 
re-exportation of aay goods, the growth, pro- 
duce or manufacture of either country, res. 
peetively, the amount of the said draw backs 
shall be the same, whether the said govds 
shall hase been originally imported in a Brie 
tish or American vessel; but when such'ree 
exportatiun shall take place from the United 
States in a British vessel, or from the l'errie 
tories of his Britannic Majesty in Europe in 
an American vessel, to any other foreign na. 
tion, the two contracting parties reserve to 
theniselves, respectively, the right of regulate 
ing or diminishing, in such case, the amount 
of the said drawback, 

‘The intercourse between the United States 
and his Britannic Majesty's Possessions in the 
Weet Indies, and ‘on the continent of North 
America, shall not be affected by any of the 
provisions of this article, but each party shall 
remain in the complete possession of its 
rights, with respect to such an intercuurse, 


ARTICLE THIRD. 


His Britannic Majesty ayrees that the ves. 
sels of the United Statés of America shall be 
admitted, aud hospitably received at the prin. 
eipal settlements ef’ the British dominions in 
the Kast Indies, vide-licet, Calcutta, Madras, 
Bombay, and Prince of Wales? Ssland, and 
that the citizens of the said United States 
may freely carry on trade between the said 
principal settlements and the said Usited 
States, in all articles of wbich the importation 
and exportation, respectively, to aud from 
the said territories, shall not be entirely pro- 
hibited: Provided only, that it shall not be 
lawful for them in any time of war, between 
the British government and any state or power 
whatever, to export from the said territories, 
without the special permission of the British 
government, any military stores or navalstores, 
or rice.

_Ihe undersigned, His Britannic Mae 
jesty's Charge d' Affairs in the’ United 
Stats ef America, is commanded by His

and determined, in conjunction with the 
Allied Sovercigns, that St, Helena shall be 
the place allotted for the future residence 
of General Napoleon Bonaparte, under 
such regulations as may be necessary for 
the pertect security of his person, and it 
has been resolved, for that purpose, that 
all ships and vessels whatever, as well 
British ships and vesselsas others, excepte 
ing only ships belonging te the East-India 
Company, shall be excluded from att 
communication with or approuch to that 
Iotaucdd, De 

It has therefore become impossible to come 
ply- with so much of the third article of the 
Treaty as relates to the liberty of touching for 
refreshment at the Island of St. Helena, and 
the ratifications of the gaid treaty will be 
exchanged ander the explicit declaration and 
understanding that the vessels af the United 
States cannot be allowed to touch at, or hold 
any. communication whatever with the saït 
Island, so longas the said Ísland shall con. 
tinue ta be the place of residence of the said 
Napoleon Benaparte.
